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Report  of  the  Art  Libraries  Comnittee  Keetin-,  CASLIS,  CLA 

A  successful  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Art  Libraries  Committee  of 
CASLIS  was  held  on  Monday,  June  21,  1971,  at  the  Faculty  Club,  University  of 
British  Columbia,  Vancouver. 

There  were  14  present:  No61e  Balke,  National  Gallery  of  Canada; 
Rhoda  Baxter,  Fine  Arts  and  Music  Department,  Vancouver  Public  Library; 
Mrs,  Blake,  Windsor  Public  Library;  Melva  J.  Buyer  (Chairman),  Fine  Arts 
Division,  University  of  British  Columbia  Library;  Bill  Easton,  Nova  Scotia 
College  of  Art;  Aileen  Gee,  Board  of  the  Art  Gallery,  Oakville,  Ontario; 
Diana  Kraetschmer,  Fine  Arts  Division,  University  of  British  Columbia  Library; 
Evelyn  KcMann,  Pine  Arts  and  Music  Department,  Vancouver  Public  Library; 
Jean  Martin,  Vancouver  Art  Gallery;  Helen  Moore,  Seattle  Public  Library; 
Juanita  Toupin,  Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  Rosemary  Watkins,  Cataloguing 
Department,  University  of  Guelph;  Peggy  V/roblewski,  Pine  Arts  Division, 
University  of  British  Columbia  Library;  Kathy  Zimon,  Fine  Arts,  University 
of  Alberta,  Calgary. 

The  Chairman,  Melva  J.  Dwyer,  Pine  Arts  Division,  U.B.C.  Library,  had 
prepared  an  agenda  which  was  based  on  problems  suggested  by  those  who  had 
replied  to  the  questionnaire. 

The  first  item  discussed  was  the  status  of  the  committee.  Three 
alternatives  were  presented:  remain  as  a  CASLIS  committee;  affiliate  with  the 
Universities  Art  Association  of  Canada;  establish  a  separate  organization. 
Those  who  v/ere  present  decided  that  to  function  as  a  committee  of  CASLIS 
within  the  framework  of  CLA  seemed  the  best  solution.  It  was  hoped  to 
encourage  more  Fine  Arts  librarians  and  personnel  to  join  CLA  so  that 
the  committee  could  become  a  section  of  CASLIS.  A  minimum  of  twenty 
members  is  required  to  petition  for  this  status. 

Melva  Dwyer  suggested  a  new  chairman  should  be  appointed,  but  since 
no  volunteers  were  forthcoming.  Miss  Dwyer  agreed  to  continue  for  at  least 
another  year. 

An  attempt  to  produce  a  newsletter  was  promised  by  the  chairman. 

The  problems  of  exhibition  catalogues  were  discussed.  Acquisitions  of 
Canadian  catalogues  is  found  to  be  particularly  difficult,  Juanita  Toupin 
reported  that  the  catalogues  of  the  Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  are  listed  in 
the  Museum  Bulletin.  Several  librarians  reported  that  the  National  Gallery  Library 
Acquisitions  list  was  useful  as  a  guide  to  catalogues  which  are  available. 

Some  discussion  developed  over  the  question  of  the  availability  of 
reproductions  of  Canadian  art  works.  It  was  suggested  that  Information  Canada 
had  a  list  available.  Firs.  Martin  of  the  Vancouver  Art  Gallery  suggested  that 
most  galleries  have  some  reproductions  available  of  works  in  their  collections 
and  that  perhaps  the  committee  could  collect  the  information  as  a  project. 
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A  sUiTjrestion  was  nade  that  a  list  of  theses  and  {^aduatin^  essays 
Khich  are  about  Canadian  art  subjects  would  be  valuable.   The  theses  vrere  listed 
in  Canadian  Thecer  1 9!^'^/l  9-'^^'  and  since  then  appear  in  Ca:iadiana,  pari  III. 
Hov.-ever,  no  record  is  available  of  eTraduatin"  essays  at  a  Bachelor's  level. 
If  these  are  on  a  Canadian  subject,  it  was  felt  that  they  ni£;:ht  have  soi:e  value 
for  research  purposes. 

Iliss  Dvryer  established  a  connittee  of  those  present  to  investi£;ate  the 
various  aspects  of  the  problem  in  the  several  areas  of  Canada  and  the  U.S.:

Some  discussion  occurred  about  the  Vancouver  Public  Librar\^  micro- 
film references  to  Canadian  artists.  Iliss  Baxter  advised  that  a  supplement 
could  be  prepared  fairly  readily  and  she  hoped  that  this  v;ould  be  done 
in  1972  or  1975.  No  other  microfilm  projects  were  suggested  at  the  present 
time. 

The  suggestion  that  the  National  Gallery  Librar;;,''  should  become  an 
Archives  of  Canadian  Art  met  vrith  the  approval  of  those  present,  but  Mrs.  Balke 
stated  that  her  present  staff  could  not  cope  with  any  extra  projects.  There 
is  also  the  financial  aspect  of  the  establishment  of  an  Archives,  To  acquire 
microfilm  and/or  original  documents  is  costly  and  requires  funding.  However, 
Mrs,  Balke  reminded  those  present  of  the  National  Gallery  Library's  publication, 
"Check  list  of  Canadian  artists*  files  in  the  National  Gallery  Library,  1 969" 
($2,00)  and  the  "Supplementary^  list,  1970"  (SI.OO).  These  lists  provide  access 
to  biographical  material  on  Canadian  art,  since  microfiche  can  be  bought  of  an 
artist's  file  (microfiche  -  S  .25  eachj , 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  the  feeling  that  there  were  many  topics 
still  to  discuss  had  time  permitted,
